is Frenzy. If he had been in ſome Bat- 
els, he had been in more Broils; and the 


(ro emies, upon whom he gain'd the moſt 
Vi enarkable Triumphs, were Drawers, 
0 W-oach-men, and Chair-men. His Gene- 
ous Wolity, or rather Profuſion, was one of his 
1 oſt dangerous Qualities; for if he could 
ec 


et a Man to accept of a Treat from him, 
le was ſure alſo to accept of a Beating z 
n when he paid his Club, he always took 
out in a Drubbing ; as for his Debts, 
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his Creditors had all like Reaſon to be con 
tent with him; for there was not one gf 
them who could take it ill that another 
was paid, 
There was a religions Cuſtom in A 
lantis, of initiating even Children into thei 
Holy Myfteriesz and two or three Perſon 
of mature Age were always invited to n 
preſent them. This Diſtinction was look 
upon as a fort ofa Compliment; but t 
alſo Expenſive, and the greedy Prieftelk 
took ſuch large Fees, that it made it ven 
chargeable; and as much a Compliments 
it was, almoſt every body avoided it, I 
mitian's Taylor having dunn'd him to n 
Purpoſe, before the Ceremony was pt 
form'd, thought at leaſt of having the H 
nour of his Preſence at the Initiationd 
his Son, and invited him to be the Chills 
Repreſentative. Domitian readily conſe 
ed, and the Taylor, and all about him, wet 
overjoy'd at the News of fo noble a Gutl 
to ailiſt at the Myſteries : People payit 
more or leſs, according to their Quality 
Domitian came at the Time, and when tit 
Ceremony was over, took the I aylor ali 
ſwore he had not a Farthing to pay tit 
Prieſteſſes, and deſir'd him to lend hu 
Fifty Crowns. The Money was rais dg 
a Loan of ah whole Family, and ſome" 
the Neizhbourhood : Domitian gave U 
1 5 Prieſte!s 
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prieſteſſes ten of the Crowns, and ſpent the 
ther Forty the ſame Night at the Tavern, 


caving the Taylor to pay himſelf with the 
onour of what had been done him. 


here wou'd be no End of it, if we ſhov'd. 
hero about to tell all the Pranks he play'd 
or this Kind; for Domitius was fo poor 


then he came into Poſt, that he cou'd hard- 
y get rich when he went out of it; and 
ad his Revenue been as great as his Ma- 
ter's, Domitian would have ſquander'd it 
s falt as King Roland did. I ſhall only 
emember one Incident more in the Story 
ff Domitian, and then continue that of 
rminio and Vinella. 

THERE liv'd in the ſame City with the: 
d Knight, a Seller of Eſſences, to whom 
Domitian did the Favour to drink up his 
ine, and run in his Debt. The Man fold 
Vares, that he ſtpod in Need of as much 
5 any body, he being very deficient in 
Perſonal Fragancy. The Man was a Cox- 
omb, but he was a credulous one; and 
ho” Domitiau never kept his Word with 
im or any body elſe, he truſted on, and 
ery often was permitted to ſpend Ten 
or Twenty Crowns in ſuch honourable 
ompany. During this Friendly Com- 
erce between them, the E//ence-monger 
marry'd a Wife of more Beauty than Vir- 
ue; and he was ſo fond of her that he 
took 
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took the Way to make the whole Toy 
his Rivals. He made her dreſs out to the 
Height of the Modes, and ſet her in his Sho, 
in as much Order as if ſhe was one of the 
Commodities that were there to be diſpos! 
of. He depended entirely on the Adyan 
tages of his own Perſon for his Securit 
againſt Cuckoldom, in which he very w 
happily prov'd miſtaken: For his Mit 
had her Senſes and Expericnce, and under 
ſtood Perſonal Merit as well as any Womu 
in Atalantiss He ventur'd too much © 
his own, as he ſoon found to his Coſt: 
However, ſhe acted the Prude for fone 
time, and would not ſuffer the beſt Me 
that came to his Shop to take Snuff o 
of her Box, or to touch her Petticoat 
the ſet up for ſuch an uncommon Pitch 
Virtue, that no body had Courage enouy 
to put it to the Trial; ard ſhe began ty 
be afraid ſhe had over-atled her Part, when 
Domitian ſav'd her the Mortification d 
changing her Conduct to procure her Lc 
vers. One would think he reckon'd every 
Thing that was the Eſſence-Man's to be 
his own; for he no ſooner ſaw his Wik 
but he form'd a Deſign to have Poſſeſſio 
of her. To this end he was very frequent 
and very civil in his Viſits. Ee ſeem'l 
not to take any Notice of the good Wo- 
man, but to- come wholly out of 4 

an 
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and Kindneſs to the good Man. He did 
not ſo much as offer to kiſs her, which ſhe 
was mightily ſurpriz d at, having dreſs'd 
for him from the firſt Time ſhe ſaw him. 
Domitian took occaſion often to commend 
the Convenience and Neatneſs of the Houſe 
and Lodgings, the OEconomy and Plenty 
of their Way of Living, and at laſt de- 
ſir'd the Man to admit a Relation of 
his who: was coming to Town, to lodge 
and board there a Month or two durin 
her Stay. There was no Difficulty in the 
Matter: Domitian brought his Kinſwo- 
man who was really no way related to 
him, but by the good Offices ſhe had 
done him in her own Perſon, and thoſe of 
her Friends and Acquaintance. He gave 
the Eſſence-Man and his Wife a noble En- 
tertainment, and left his Couſin in Charge 
with them. The Gentlewoman was re- 
ceiv'd with extraordinary Civilities, and 
every one wonder'd at the great Altera- 
tion in Domitians Manners, that he ſhould 
be ſo free in the Eſencer's Family, and 
not be freer. But the Wonder did not 
laſt long; His Couſin ſoon let the Wife 
know what ſhe was ſent there for, what a 
Paſſion Domitian had for her, and the 
Proviſion he had made to receive her ac- 
cording to his Quality, whenever ſhe 
would be ſo kind as to give him a Meet- 
ing, 
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ing. In about a Month the Wife was 
brought to conſent to meet Domitian at 
his Couſin's o＋ãn Lodging, where a hun- 
dred Women had met him before: And 
to this Day neither her Husband nor ! 
can tell what he did with her; but ] 
doubt not we can both give a good Gueſs 
at it. As for his other Amours, we muſt 
leave them to his Hiſtorian, and have ng 
more to do with him in this Hiſtory 
than he has to do in that of Erminio and 
Vinella. | 

THE Seaſon drawing on for Yinellt's 
Mother to retire to her Country Seat, 
which ſhe always did, as well after ſho 
ſhe was marry'd as before; Erminio haſt 
en'd down to his, to prepare for the Re. 
ception of his Miſtreſs. Every one that 
has been in Love, will eaſily imagine the 
Tranſport he was in to think that he ſhould 
now be rid of all his Rivals, and have 
Hinella to himſelf in thoſe happy Shade 
where they had ſo often walk'd and told 
Thouſand Tales of Love, But they were 
now of an Age, when telling of Tales 
began to ſeem very infipid to them, They 
had not read ſo many Romances and Novels, 
nor acted ſo many Paſtorals and Plays, but 
they knew very well what it was that ſo many

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of Intereſt, confider'd, that if a Hundred 
Thouſand Crowns and a fair Lady could 
be ſecur'd by puſhing for it, there would 
be twenty Ways of exculing it to one's ſelf. 
I ſhall not plead in his behalf, and if the 
Cuſtoms of Atalantis were the ſame with 
ours, he certainly was moſt inexcuſable, and 
had il improv'd himſelf in the Studies of 
Love and Honour which he had learn'd 
in his youthful Exerciſes.
